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“Whose Who in Religion” was the cap- 
tion of an article appearing in the Liter- 
ary Digest of February 11, in which the 
editor of that paper points out that only 
“seventeen” out of a_ total of 296,523 
whose names appear in 1930-31 roll of 
fame who said they were either infidels, 
atheists, free thinkers or agnostics. Thus 
he quotes 55 per cent of the total number 
of the 1930-31 edition of ‘““‘Whose Who” 
or who are infidels, atheists, free think- 
ers or agnostics, report religious affilia- 
tion as against 25 per cent of the same 
class listed in 1910-11 edition. So writes 
D. C. Luther Fry whose article appears 
in the Scientific Monthly. 

The éxamination of the latter edition 
was, however, limited to two-thirds of the 
roster. The comparison between the two 
editions says the director of bureau of 
standards of the Institute of Social and 
Religious Research “would seem to indt- 
cate that during the last generation a 
church connection was looked upon with 
increasing faith.” Dr. Fry further states 
that religious connection decreases as 
their age increases, thus proving what 
has been known to be true that the young- 
er generation is more susceptible to re- 
ligion. 

He further points out that only 23 per 
cent of actors, painters and _ sculptors 
claim a church connection, army and 
navy officers 35 per cent, among natural 
scientists 37 per cent, among editors and 
authors 40 per cent, social scientists 42 
per cent, doctors 50 per cent and archl- 
tects and engineers 51 per cent. Next fol- 
lows politicians and diplomats, judges 
and lawyers, agriculturists, bankers and 
business men with 54 per cent and 61 per 
cent having church affiliation. Educators 
and social workers claim even higher per- 
centage of 63 per cent and 64 per cent re- 
spectively. Religious workers show, of 
course, the highest returns of 100 per 


cent.

es, including gray-haired fathers and 


mothers, and so far as I am concerned I 
consider it one of the greatest opportuni- 
ties and best of all our worship unless it 
would be prayer. Not only are the little 
children taught about the Lord and sav- 
ing grace, but the aged are likewise re- 
freshed and made to understand the 
Word of God better. 


DEALING WITH CHILDREN 


The Sunday School especially deals 
with children in their infancy and before 
that period of life wherein after many of 
them have fallen into decay in divers 
sins, many of which can be prevented if 
a child is taught at home and properly 
taught in the Sunday School.

A pray- 
erful, studious teacher will be loved by 
his class and will be effective in his meth- 
od of instruction, whereas, negligent, 
careless teachers will fail. An able teach-

er will have a grow- 
ing class, but an in- 
different and'careless 
one will have a de- 
clining class. 
METHODS 

Methods used in promoting the general 
interest of a Sunday School vary. What 
would be successful in one com- 
munity might not work well in another, 
but if the superintendent is wide awaxe 
and progressive in his ability and fore- 
sight he will find some way to increase 
the interest of his Sunday School. 


EQUIPMENT 

The most vital equipment is suitable 
buildings. Without such the Sunday 
School will always be hindered. After 
buildings have been obtained then proper 
Sunday School equipment itself is next. 
There should always be plenty of litera- 
ture on hand. To be unable to present a 
new scholar or a visitor with a quarterly 
or a leaflet is embarrassing and throws 
undue reflection on the management of 
the Sunday School. To be unable to sup- 
ply quarterlies to students for home 
study in case they become lost during the 
quarter will result in a loss of efficiency 
and interest in the class. Always have 
plenty of literature on hand for a Sun- 
day School. 

REGISTER BOARDS 

The register board is the public record 
of the Sunday School. The whole class 
watches and waits eagerly the total on 
the register board of the attendance, the 
offering and such like, These will stimu- 
late interest in the Sunday School itseif 
when other methods have failed. 

USE OF BANNERS 

The offering from the classes can gen- 
erally be increased by the use of a ban- 
ner known as the Banner Class Offering. 
This banner is presented, after the offer- 
ing is taken, to the one giving the larg- 
est offering. You will find this a good 
way to keep your Sunday School out of 
the financial rut. An Attendance Banner 
would be presented to the class having 
the largest attendance each Sunday. Jt 
keeps a thrifty, energetic spirit among 
the classes to have a suitable attendance 
each Sunday. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL SUPPLIES 

Sunday School buttons can be used suc- 
cessfully by naming your classes and pres- 
enting buttons containing the name of the 
class to each student. These are rather 
inexpensive but help to stir a general in- 
terest in your Sunday School. Many of 
the above mentioned equipments help io 
add appearance and taste to your Sunday 
School room and class work which is al- 
ways appreciated. A good housekeeper 
appreciates some wall decorations and a 
tidy house, and everybody appreciates 
that kind of a home. The Sunday School 
should be made tidy and pleasing in its 
appearance so as to be properly appreciat- 
ed by those in attendance. 

NO MAN HATH HIRED US 
There are many men and women today 
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who are idle who seem to say, “No man 
hath hired us.” Many of these are men 
and women of great ability. Some would 
make superintendents of the better class, 
others teachers of no mean ability, and 
not very far from many of your doors is 
a neglected community, an empty church 
building or schoolhouse where a strong 
Sunday School could be organized witn 
little effort. “Lift up your eyes and look 
on the fields that are already white un- 
to harvest” and select a place and make 
an effort to offset the growing apostasy 
and the efforts of the teachings of athe- 
ism and other false theories about God 
and the creation by teaching the coming 
generation and those that present them- 
selves in your audience about God. 

There are approximately 14,000,000 of 
the younger generation in America out 
of Sunday School. This vast multitude 
would furnish 1,000,000 classes of four- 
teen to each class. This would give worx 
to 1,000,000 teachers. Divide the 14,000,- 
000 into Sunday Schools of five classes, 
fourteen members to each class, would 
give us 200,000 Sunday Schools which 
would furnish work for as many superin- 
tendents and an equal number of secre- 
taries. Many whole counties have no Sun- 
day School. Many churches do not have 
them because they are not awake to the 
opportunity that presents itself. We need 
a mighty awakening among us to the op- 
portunity of Sunday School work. 

A LIVE CHURCH AND SUNDAY 
SCHOOL 

A working Sunday School is the re- 
sult of a working church or its officers 
who are themselves workers. A working 
Sunday School will soon become a work- 
ing church. You cannot teach children, 
fathers and mothers and the hungry 
hearts of humanity about Christ without 
them becoming desirous to experience His 
love. This calls for a revival in the new 
communities which will result in many 
conversions and, perhaps, a permanent 
church. Let us, therefore, enlarge our 
Sunday School activities within our local 
church and if there is a neighboring com- 
munity into which you could enter and 
organize a new school, by all means do so.

1 Cor. 14:3. 


HIS subject is of as vital importance 

to the ministers and members of the 
Church of God today as it was in the 
days of Paul. “He that prophesieth speak- 
eth unto men to edification, and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort.” 

Edification comforts and_ blesses the 
hungry saint of God and even the sin- 
ner feels the power in edification. It is 
real nourishment to the tempted and 
tried child of God. The peace in the 
local church depends on edification. God 
demands it from the pulpit and from 
every member. If we speak in an un- 
known tongue, pray that we may inter- 
pret, that the church may be edified. If 
we preach, pray that the message will be 
full of love and grace to the edifying of 
the church and congregation. 

In our every-day life, ministers and 
members, God demands us to live unto 
edification. The saint of God has the 
Holy Ghost which is the Spirit of truth, 
and truth edifies. We are living in the 
dispensation of grace and we find that 
the early church had great grace upon 
them and just as sure as there was great 
grace there was also edification that con- 
strained the people to turn from idolatry 
unto a living God. The message of salva- 
tion must be accompanied with every-day 
edification if it reaches the lost. 


Edification and charity are linked to- 
gether, for charity thinketh no evil and 
is not puffed up and surely that is edi- 
fying to the body of Christ.

The hidden man in our hearts 
is Christ and He won’t say thus and so 
about our brethren, but edifies the true 
saint of God and the saint does not be- 
have himself unseemly and does not seek 
to please himself but to please some one 
else. The child of God that seeks to edify 
will get the richest blessings from God 
and will excel all others in winning 
souls. “He that winneth souls is wise.” 

Edification is the wisdom of Christ 
and is transmitted to us in the baptism 
of the Spirit. The fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance, and 
many other good fruits.

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Hiafa and Mt. Carmel 


N the morning 

of Aug. 14 we 
landed at Hiafa on 
the shore of the 
beautiful bay of Acre. The boat was an- 
chored fully one half mile from _ the 
shore so that the passengers must here 
also go to land by small boat. 

As we looked toward the head of the 
bay into which flows the waters of the 
Kishon River, our eyes rested upon that 
which seemed to be a broad plain, dotted 
with numerous hills which seemed to be 
sand dumes as one would see upon the 
desert. To our right stood the majectic 
Mt. Carmel, rising at the highest point to 
an altitude of about eighteen hundred 
feet. It was when we looked upon this 
that our hearts were filled with thanks- 
giving and praise to the Lord, that after 
so many days tossed upon the deep we 
were to disembark at such a hallowed 
spot, the place made dear to us_ by the 
activities of the prophets Elijah and Eli- 
sha in their contention against Baal wor- 
ship. 

We were somewhat delayed in our 
landing because the insitute with which 
we were sailing was getting off another 
party on the Alesia which was at this 
time in port. The program was finaliy 
completed, however, and we were taken 
to shore to the Stella Morris Hospice on 
the point of Carmel. This hospice has a 
monastery in connection with it and ts 
run by the Carmelite order of monks. I 
cannot think of a more wonderful place 
for rest in all the world. The air is very 
cool and plentiful and the situation for 
scenery unsurpassed. One might look to 
the north across the beautiful bay, and 
see the town of Acre as it stands out on 
a point at the other side. To the right of 
this can be seen the cresent beach whicn 
partly surrounds the Bay of Acre and 
makes its entire eastern boundary. To the 
southeast one looks up the Carmel ridge 
to the reputed place of sacrifice, and oa 
the west lies the great Mediterranean. At 
the foot of Carmel is the city of Hiafa 
which seems to have been of little, if any, 
note in Bible times, but today it is tae 
principal port of Palestine. The Jews 
have a large soap factory and olive oil 
plant there and are exporting much 07 
their products to the United States cs 
well as elsewhere. 

There are several convents on Carmel, 
which claim to be on the original site of 
Elijah’s activities. Many of them are 390 
well located as to make them very sus- 
gestive of the places for which tradition 
holds they are. A convent near the point 
of Carmel is built over a cave, known as 
the “Grotto of Elias,” which, acording io 
those in charge, is without a doubt the 
one in which Elijah lived at the time he 
prayed for rain. It fits the Bible narra- 
tive very well and its location is such 
that it would have been very easy for the 
servant to look out over the sea as soon 
as he had emerged from its mouth.

The outstanding e- 
vent that took place 
on Mt. Carmel was 
the great test sacri- 
fice or the triumph of Elijah over the 
prophets of Baal. ‘And it came to pass, at 
the time of the offering of the evening sac- 
rifice, that Elijah the prophet came near, 
and said, Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Israel, let it be known this day that 
thou art God in Israel, and that I am thy 
servant, and that I have done all these 
things at thy word.” Then the fire of the 
Lord fell, and consumed the burnt sac- 
rifice, and the wood, and the stones, and 
the dust, and licked up the water that 
was in the trench. And when all the peo- 
ple saw it, they fell on their faces and 
they said, The Lord he is the God; the 
Lord he is the God.” 1 Kings 18:36-39. 

Tradition fixes the scene of the sac- 
rifice at the highest point of the moun- 
tain, which is about eight miles from the 
sea. We think this very probable inas- 
much as the sacrifices were most invari- 
ably made on the high places. There is a 
monastery at this place to mark the ex- 
act spot which I think is impossible for 
us to know, though it may be near. 

A footpath down the mountain from 
our hospice led us to a very large cave 
which is known as the School of the 
Prophets. It is about as well shaped far a 
school as a cave could be, having a ca- 
pacity of about one hundred and fifty peo- 
ple or more. There are many Hebrew in- 
scriptions on the walls which would give 
some credit to the idea that it was used 
as a school for the Jewish people. The 
Carmelite order claims to have hada 
monstery there as early as the third cen- 
tury, but this was taken by the Arabs in 
the seventh century and has been a mos- 
que ever since that time. 

Aside from all these traditional sites, 
the whole of Carmel, which is approx!- 
mately eight miles long, stands as a 
mighty monument to that great prophet, 
Elijah, who at the risk of his life, and in 
the face of an apostate people led by an 
idolatrous woman, dared to stand for God 
and the right. We are sure that he trod 
its rocky surface and that in some one or 
more of its hundreds of caves he made his 
residence,

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JESUS SHOWS HIS POWER 
Lesson 9 — February 26 


TIME: A. D. 28. — PLACE: The Sea of 
Galilee and vicinity. 

GOLDEN TEXT: For I know whom I 
have believed, and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep that which I have commit- 
ted unto him against that day.—2 Tim. 
1:12b. 

LEADING THOUGHT: Christ’s power 
over nature and over demons is a proof cf 
His deity. 





LESSON TEXT: Mark 4:35-41; 5:1-8; 
18-20. 


Vv. 35. “And the same day when even 
was come.” The same day the parapies 
were delivered, at least these mentioned 
in Mark. “He saith unto them. Wet us 
pass over unto the other side.”’ They ate- 
parted immediately. 

V. 36. “And when they had sent away 
the multitude, they took him even as he 
was in the ship.” They had taken no pro- 
vision, therefore, they sent the multitude 
away and toox Jesus as He was unto the 
other side. “And there were also. with 
him other little ships.” Probably tryiag 
to get near Him out on the waters where 
He taught; thus His audience was large, 
both on land and on sea; the presence «rf 
many “ships” afforded ample evidence of 
many witnesses when He sstilled the 
stormy sea. 

V. 37. “And there arose a great storm 
of wind, and the waves beat into the ship, 
so that it was now full.” St. Matt. 8:24 
says, “The boat was covered with tle 
waves.” St. Luke 8:28, “They were filling 
with water, and were in jeopardy.” Some 
commentators have thought only the boat 
Christ was in was subject to the tempest; 
others think all the ships that were in 
that section were effected. The stilling of 
the waves and the storm shows Christ’s 
power over sea and air as well as dry 
land. The miracle occasioned that many 
might believe Him to be the Omnipotent 
God. Others think that the tempest was 
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a symbol of the trials and temptations 
which should come on the church. For 
say they, “The Church of God is as a ship 
in a storm, ever tossed upon the waves cf 
the troublesome world.” And that as the 
storm surges and pushes forward the 
ships upon the sea, so that oftentimes 1t 
more quickly reaches its desired haven, 
so affliction and temptations quicken the 
disciples of Christ to a greater desire of 
holiness, by which they are borne onward 
more speedily to “the haven where they 
would be.” 

V. 38. “And he was in the hinder part 
of the ship, asleep on a pillow.” Jesus, 
wearied from the labor occasioned by ad 
dressing the multitude, sought the rest 
the opportunity afforded Him. Sleepiig 
as a man, He was watchful as God, “Be- 
hold he that keepeth Israel, never sluin- 
bers nor sleeps.” 

“And they awoke h:m, and say unio 
him, Master, carest thou not that we per- 
ish?’ The question manifested impatience 
and irreverance. Perhaps Peter. 

V. 39. “And he arose, and rebuked the 
wind, and said unto the sea, Peace, be 
still.” Literally, “Be silent.” St. Augus- 
tine says that when we are overcome by 
temptation “Christ sleeps in us.” When 
we are tempted we should arouse Christ 
within us to the stilling of the tempta- 
tions. “And the wind ceased, and there 
was a great calm.” The rebuke of the 
Mighty Christ stills the raging storms, or 
stills the tossing temptation leaving with- 
in the redeemed soul the “stillness of 
peace.” 

V. 40. “And he said unto them, Why 
are ye so fearful? how is it that ye have 
no faith?” Faith would have suggested 
deliverance though Christ was Himself 
asleep. Our fears and worries show a lack 
of faith. 

V. 41. “And they feared exceedingly, 
and said one to another, What manner 
of man is this, that even the wind and 
the sea obey , him?” This was perhaps 
said by the sailors, but perhaps expressed 
the feelings of ail others present. ‘his 
fear was not from the storm, but from the 
presence of One so mighty within their 
midst. 

Ch. 5:1. “And they came over unto 
the other side of the sea.” That is, on the 
southside of the sea. “Into the country cf 
the Gadarenes.” Here the city of Gerasa 
was located. “Immediately over this spot 
was located a lofty mountain in which are 
ancient tombs.” 

Vv. 2. “And when he was come out of 
the ship, immediately there met him a 
man out of the tombs having an unclean 
spirit.” This man dwelt among the tombs, 
however, Matt. 8:28 mentions “two men.” 
The Jews did not bury their dead in their 
citics lest they be defiled, they therefore 
buried their dead in the fields or moun- 
tains. 

V. 3. The evil and unglean spirit drove 
him among the tombs where his malady 
would be further aggravated. 

V. 4. The supernatural strength was 
the result of the demon powers at work. 
At times, fretted at himself, he sought to 
destroy himself by “cutting himself with 
stones.”

Vv. 5. The unclean spirit shunned the 
public life, seeking to lead his captive to 
death night and day. See verse 13. 

V. 6. But “when he saw Jesus afar off, 
he ran and worshiped him.” Devils also 
believe and tremble (Jas. 2:19). He felt 
constrained to do Him reverence. 

Vv. 7. “He cries with a loud voice.” 
That is, the evil spirit cried out, and said, 
“What have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou 
Son of the most high God?” It is point- 
ed out by some commenters that during 
the temptation in the wilderness Satan 
had only an “imperfect knowledge of 
Christ,” but after seeing the mighty mi- 
racles and exercise of His power over evil 
spirits, the hosts of evil readily acclaim 
Him to be “the Son of God.” “I adjure 
thee by God, that thou torment me not.” 
They acknowledge this defeat and that 
they expect to be tormented. Such is a 
concession on their part of the whole 
truth of inspired utterance. 

V. 8. The unclean spirit cast out by 
Jesus. ; 

V. 18 tells of the love and desire of the 
man now free to be with Jesus. Such is 
true of all who receive His benefits. 

V. 19 bears testimony of the will of God 
toward all that part of His redeemed cre- 
ation. It is that we may tell “what great 
things the Lord hath done for us” and 
how He “hath had compassion on thee.” 

V. 20 reveals the trueness of the man 
delivered to the command of Christ. “All 
men did marvel” is witness to the effect 
of his testimony and ministry.
